LONDON, Aug. 25. — Tho Btrungers gal- 
leries of the House of Commons wero 
crowded early this evening to suffocation 
by persona eager to witness tho lust scenes 
in the report stage of the Homo Rule bill, 
The Peers' gallery was notably empty. 
The members' benches wero fairly well 
filled. The proceedings of the evening wero 
disappointingly tamo. Timothy Heuly, 
anti-Parnollite for North Louth, got Iho 
iloor about 10 o'clock und talked until 11, 
merely to prevent Mr. Balfour, the Union 
ist leader, from winding up the debute, 
William Johnston, an Ulster loyalist, tried 
to cut Mr. Ilealy short, but without suc- 
cess. The House became restless shortly 
before II, and declined to listen longer to 
talk ogiiinst time. Cries of "Divide!" 
drowned Mr. Henly'a voice, so that it wua 
impossible to bear a sentence during the 
last live minutes of his Bpeech. At 11 
o'clock the Speaker began to put the 
eighteen Government amendments standing 
in the name of John Morley, chief secre- 
tary for Ireland. Only two of the eighteen 
were challenged by tho Opposition. In 
each division thu Government majority was

ThiB week's Punch contains an extrava- 
gant curicaturo of J. G. Swift MacNeill, 
Nationalist M.P. for South Donegal. In 
tho caricature Mr. MacNeill'a protruding 
front teeth are represented ub startling de- 
formities, while initials in tho corner of tho 
picture indicate that Harry Furniss is the 
author of it. Ever since Punch appeared , 
Mr. MucNeill has been threatening to 
punch Mr, Furniaa tho moment they meot. 
This evening the men cunio together in 
tho lobby, Mr. MucNeill immedi- 
ately shoved his fiat under Mr. 
Furniss' ncso, and shouted-. "Your 
conduct has been blackguardly. If you wore 
not such a little man I would kick you, as 
it is I will inoroly pull your ear." Mr. Mac- 
Neill then grasped Mr. Furniss 1 ear, twisted 
it and shook it, ut the same time shaking 
Mr. Furniss. A group of excited members 
gathered about as a fight was supposed to 
be threatening. Mr. Furniss, however, did 
not strike a blow. As soon as he got his 
ear freo be hastened to theStrgoant-nt-arms 
with his complaint. No step hus been taken 
as yet to discipline Mr. MacNeill. , 

When tho last amend ment wa3 pro- 
nounced, to-day, carried, the Liberals and 
IriBh, who had shown only slight enthusi- 
asm during tho previous proceedings, 
burst out with loud and repeated cheers. 
Trie Opposition remained silent. Tho 
Speaker announced tho third reading of tho 
Home Rule bill for next Wednesday, and, 
without further demonstration, the House 
adjourned. 

CABLE NEWS. 



India's Sliver Problem. 

London-, Aug. 24. — The Times' corro- 
ondent ut Simla says: Strong protests 
continue to reach tho Government ug-dnst 
tho sale of council bills at any price offered. 
The whole Indian press teems with indig- 
nant letters and articles on tho subject. A 
dispatch from Singapore auys anxiety pre- 
vails among Chinese lest tho Government 
demonetize tho Mexican dollar. Tho Chi- 
nese, bein? debtors, would regard tho sud- 
den change in token coinage as a gross in- 
justice. 

Illo»s 111 Naples. 

Rome, Aug 25.— The striking cab drivers 
still riot in Naples. Last uight and u.11 to- 
day they huvo been fighting tho police in 
several quarters of the city. Four regiments 
wero taken by special train to the city this 
morning. Tho military anil rioters had en- 
counters dining tho afternoon. More than 
1,000 persons wero arrested. Many of the 
men who led in the anti-French agitation, 
started after the Aigucs-Mortes massacre, 
are said to have joined the rioters. 

Shipping Colli to Canada. 

London-, Aug. 25 —The sum of 80,000 
pounds gold was withdrawn from the Bank 
oi England to-day for shipment abroad. 
Of this amount £10,000 will go to tho 
United States and £40,000 to Montreal. 

Gladstone Favors IllnrsliiMUIiiiicnl. 

London, Aug. 25. — A Scotch deputation, 
in favor of the disestablishment of the 
Church in Scotland, called upon Mr, Glad- 
stone to-day, and presented him with an 
address, setting forth their opinions in re- 
gard to disestablishment. Iu replying to 
tho deputation, Mr. Gladstone said ho be- 
hoved that 'heir object was a noble one, 
and that they had his heartiest wishes for 
tho success of their object. Ho added that 
it was his opinion that if disestablishment 
was brought about in Scotland, it would 
greatly benefit the Church in that country. 
Tho Government, however, wuh unable to 
promise that it would take definite notion 
in tho matter, but it would do everything to 
help tho movement to thu BpecdieBt and beBt 
conclusion. 

Fresh Cholera Gases in Germany, 
ANTWERP, Aug. 25. — Thero aro daily iu 
this city two or threo cases of cholera. Tho 
United States Consul here has received a 
telegram from tho American Consiil-General 
and another from tho American CoiibuI at 
Havre, stating that in consequence of the 
now quarantine regulations adopted by tho 
Louisana State Board of Health in respect 
of immigrants from cholera-infected ports, 
tho embarkation of immigrants from Ant- 
werp, via London or Havre, for New Or- 
leans has ceased in this city to-day. 

BERLIN, Aug. 25, — Two ensea of cholera 
have been reported in Olueckatadt, on tho 
Kibe, sotno fifty miles from Hamburg.

DUKE ALFRED. 

Saxe-Couurg Diet Formally Notified of the 
Duke of EillnburtrU's New Dignity. 

Cououno, Aug. 25.— Tho body of Duke 
Ernest of Saxo-Cobourg and Gotha was laid 
in state to-day at the Castle of Rheinhards- 
brnnno. Many people from tho villuges 
und the country round about the castlo 
viewed the remains of their late ruler. The 
body was attired in the uniform of the 
Cuirussiers, and upou the hroast wero the 
orders and medals that had been awarded 
the Duke, Tho room in which tho 
body was laid was profusely decorated 
with flowers and mourning draperies. A 
number of troops and foresters from tlio 
Duke's domains guarded tho remains, Tho 
Diet assembled in extraordinary session to- 
day. Prime Minister Streno formally noti- 
fied tho members of the death of Duke 
Krnest, and announced tho events that had 
ocourred'on the day following his demise, 
including the taking of the oath of allegiance 
to the constitution bv the Duke's successor, 
the Duke of Edinburgh. The Prime Minis- 
ter declared that Duke Alfred (the Duke of 
Edinburgh) had assumed the government of 
Saxo-Cobourg and Gotha. The Diet adopted 
a resolution expressing the hopo that Duke 
Alfred's reign would prove a blessing to the 
country and to the Umpire.

London, Aug. 25 — News has reached 
hero that Jos. Marshall, member of Parlia- 
ment for North Middlesex, hua been seri- 
ously hurt at Grand Bend. 

McCarthy and I.aurler. 

Ottawa, Aug. 25.— It ia reported to- 
night that when W. G. Foe, Air. McCar- 
thy's organizer wia here lust week, ho en- 
tered into an agreement on behalf of Mr. 
McCarthy with J. P. Gorman, acting for 
Hon. Wilfred Laurier, that at the noxt 
election McCarthy would not put up candi- 
dates in constituencies where Liberals have 
a better chanco of success than a McCarthy 
supporter. On tho other hand Liberals arc 
not to run candidates in ridings where Mc- 
Carthyites have better prospects of election. 
It is Btutcd positively to night that Gorman 
showed Feo un autograph letter from Lau- 
rier assenting to this arrangement. 



BULLYING SIAM. 

France Now Wants to Impose Mere Condi- 
tions and Sends Out More 
Warships. 

London, Aug. 25.— A special dispatch to 
tho Times from Bangkok says that M. Le 
Myro de Vilers, tho French special envoy, 
has demanded that the Siamese Government 
dismiss ull Danish ollicers from tho Siamese 
service. The effect of such dismissals would 
bo the disorganization of tho Siamese army 
and navy. The dispatch adds that there is 
every reason to fear that Franco is seeking 
a protext to satisfy the demands of tho Cau- 
venists in Saigon, who desiro the acquisition 
of more Siamese territory on the right bank 
of the Mekong river. M. de Vilers has an- 
nounced in Bangkok that four moro French 
warships are on their way to that city. 
Further mectiiiKH between M. do Vilers and 
the Siamese foreign ministry have been ad- 
journed without date. Another dispatch 
received in this city from Bangkok says that 
M do Vilers received tho French residents of 
tho Siamese capital on Wednesday und re- 
quested them to submit to hiin proposals or 
complaints, especially in regard to commer- 
cial matters. He stated that hiB object in 
asking for proposals or complaints was that 
ho might securo from the Siamese Govern- 
ment moro definite measures to advance 
French commercial and other interests. M. 
Bonneville, u leading French merchant of 
Bangkok, in response, contrasted tho former 
prosperous stato of French trade in Siam 
with the present depression, and expressed 
the hope that moro cordial relations would 
be established between that country and 
France,

Tho county of Glengarry proposes to give 
Sir John Thompson a hearty greeting as ho 
passes through to-morrow morning. Sev- 
eral Ministers proceed to Alexandria to wel- 
come their chief. 

Quite a number of marksmen for the Do- 
minion Rifle Association matches are 
already in town, but to morrow and Sunday 
will see a great inllux. Tho actual number 
of competitors will not bo ub great this year 
owing to the abolition of the Snider 
matches. Many competitors in past years 
could handle tho Snider well, though per- 
haps indifferent Boots with tlio Martini, and 
it is expected that many of those who have 
been accustomed to come to Ottawa prin- 
cipally for tho Snider aggregate will absent 
themselves thia year. About .'1(30 competi- 
tors all told aro expected.

Pendleton, Democrat, and Mr. Bowers, 
Republican, California, wore in favor of free 
coinage, and Mr. Dockeyo, Democrat, Mia- 
souri, Bpoko in favor of bimetallism. Mr. 
Mooro, Republican, Michigan, spoke for 
bimetallism, and Mr. Cobb, Democrat, Ala- 
bama, opposed unconditional repeal. Mr. 
Piurows, Republican, Michigan, advocated 
repeal and was opposed to free coinage. 
Nothing sensational transpired, and, aside 
from the speeches delivered by Messrs. Bur- 
rowa and Springer, there were nnno that 
commanded tho uttention of tho members, 
and, indeed, theso two speeches -were not 
listened to with the interest they deserved. 
To day waB a day of calm, tho precursor of 
tlio storm that will come to-morrow. A 
largo number of members addressed the 
House, but, for the greater part, they 
wasted their eloquenco on empty benches.

This after- 
noon Mr. Irving, Ellen Terry and party, at 
tho Bpeciul invitation of Manager G dd- 
Bohmidt, attended tho matinee at the Opera 
house. They expressed themselves as do- 
lighted with the clever performance of tho 
Nippon Co. of Japanese jugglers and sur- 
prised and pleased with Vancouver's hand- 
some, complete little opera house. 

Nolmylto Nakashima is ut the hotel Van- 
couver. He is a politician of great promi- 
nence in Japan and was Speaker of the first 
Japanese Parliament, being afterwards 
elected President, He said to your repre- 
sentative that ho had been minister at 
Italy sineo January 7, and had left just as 
the change of Government bad taken place, 
owing to ill health. Ho was returning 
with his wifa on the next steamer. Ho 
had visited tho World's Fair uud had 
also stopped a few days in New 
York. He was delighted with tho 
suenery along the route of the Canadian 
railroad. There were very few Japanese in 
Italy, those thero being Government mili- 
tary students. Tho trade between Italy 
and Japan was growing. Italy used a great 
deal of paper money and very littlo silver. 
They had established a gold basis. Mr. 
Nakashima spooks Italian, French. English 
and Japanese equally well and is an eminent 
Japanese scholar.

J. H. Todd .t Sons, Heaver 
cannery, Lulu Islund, had all their cans 
fi lied at noon yeaterday and ceased pack- 
ing. They havo had a most successful sea- 
son, their pack amounting to 2-1,000 cases. 

Late yesterday atternoon a quiet wed- 
ding took place in tho parlor of the Col- 
onial hotel, tho contracting parties being 
Fred Hall und Mary Monroe, both of Mis 
sion City. Rev. Thomas Scouler performed 
i he ceremony in tho presence of a few 
friends. The happy couple are spending 
their honeymoon in the city. The brido is 
a young lady over whom the bridegroom 
und another young man were going 
ahoot each other at a Mission City 
ball last week, and which threatened 
one time to end in a tragedy. The out- 
come, however, lias been more agreeable, 
und the fortunate suitor is now happy in 
possession of the prize ho won by scaring 
tho other fellow oil".

KAHLO. 

Kaslo, Aug. 10. — Much excitement was 
caused in town last Monday by tho report of 
an unusually rich strike in the St. Mary's 
country by two brothers named Black. The 
exact location of tho Dud is on tho range of 
hills on La Elorcnco crock, at tho head of 
Crawford Bay and about soven miles south 
oast of Pilot Hay. Ono of tho locators cams 
in on Monday and had several assays made 
of tho rock, the results showing from ,'i0O up 
to 9,000 or., of silver, a traco of gold and 15 
per cent, of copper. Ho reported tho vein 
to bo well defined and traceable fur mnny 
hundred feet. The news of this find was 
Boon noised about, and preparations wore at 
ouco mado by many to depart for the 
country, no loss than forty-five prospectors 
leaving on tho Ainsworth. 

Juo. M. Burke, private banker, baa mado 
an assignment for tho benefit of hla creditors, 
and J. It, Retullack hus boon appointed 
assignee Tho latter stated that ho hoped 
to huvo matters satisfactorily arranged 
almost immediately. Tho ussots were in 



excess of the liabilities by several thousand 
dollars, and ho felt certain that every in- 
debtedness would bo paid. A gonoral nieot- 
ing of tho croditors will tuke place early 
next mouth in tho banking rooms, when a 
detailed statement of uffairs will bo made. 

A private letter from J. W. HaskbtS, who 
resontly bonded several mines in tho upper 
country to C. P.R. oUiciuls, atates that he 
has 15 men at work developing thu various 
claims, all of which were showing up well. 
Mr. Huakins baa also located two or thrco 
other claims, one of which shows a faco of 
:)() feet, Considerable snow has fallen in 
the neighborhood during tho past low 
weeks. 

A public meeting of tho ratepayers was 
held last Friday to ratify the solection of a 
site for tho new Bchoolhouso mudo by tho 
trustees, thero being a good attendance. 

Miss Stella Kane, who bus been visiting 
her relatives hero during tho midsummer 
vacation, left on Saturday to resumo chargo 
of the Nelson public school. 

A regular epidemic of violent dysentery 
and accompanying aliments is raging in 
town at present, uud Drs, Bruucr and 
Rogers arc kept busy night uud day attend- 
ing to tho patients, The cause may bo at- 
tributed to tho vast quantities ot decaying 
animal and organic n atter lying around the 
city, tho unhealthy condition of tho lake 
wnter and the sudden changes in the 
climate. Only ouo fatal case has yet oc- 
curred, that of a prospector nuinod Whit- 
taker, at tho Montana bouse, on Tuesday. 
Ho wua ill only a few days, hut suffered in- 
tensely. Thero is a noticeable lack of 
sanitary measures here, and the Govern- 
ment would uct wisely were they to appoint 
uu officer at ouco to attend to these matters. 

Everything is in readiness now at the 
sampling works for tho crushing of ore, a 
number of important improvements having 
been effected in tho main building. The Bot: 
Ton and Idaho mines will shortly send down 
about sixty tons each, .teams now being en- 
gaged packing the ore to tho head of the 
wagon road. Tho amount of ore now com- 
ing in is steadily increasing, George 
Hughes having live teams so engaged, and 
will havo others put on as soon as tho 
waters of tho lako subside sufficiently to get 
to his warehouse at tho head of tho bay. J. 
GilLishas a contract for bringing ill the 
output of tho Blue Bird for $15 per ton and 
has two wagons at work. Now that the 
price of silver is going up other mines will 
commence shipping. 

Ono of tho local journals will cease publi- 
cation next week. Lack of support is the 
given cause. 

Great interest wua evinced hero in Presi- 
dent Cleveland's message to Congress, und 
tho daily papers containing it were bought 
at a premium. Loud expressions of dis- 
sent could bo heard on all sides ut tho tone 
of tho message, although it was a foregone 
conclusion that Bilver would receive scant 
recognition from him. Tho Americans 
hero firmly believe that Congress will yet 
do tho squuro thing by tho whito metal. 

Cameron Bros.' stable was almost destroy 
ed by tire on Sunday evening last by tho 
upsetting of a luntern in tho hay-mow. 

Tho steamer Spokano is undergoing re- 
pairs and tho Nelson has taken her place on 
the IocjI run, making daily trips, with tho 
intention of cutting out tho Ainsworth. 
Tho latter has retaliated by making daily 
trips und cutting tho tare to all ports down 
to SI. 

Mrs. Adams, who keeps a millinery Btore 
next to tho Leland House, was robbed of 
S102 laBt week by an unknown party. Tho 
money was kept in a secret drawer in the 
sewing muchine. A prospector was also 
mulcted out of $35 in his boarding house. 

Quite a number of small establishments 
havo closed out of business during tho past 
month, duo to tho falling off in trado. 

School re-opened on Monday, with a 
membership of twenty-three, which will 
shortly be increased to fifty. J.J. Miller, 
late of Now Westminster, is in chargo. 

C. 8. Bailey, of Vancouver, who, with 
Neelauds Bros., aro possessors of a valuable 
gold proposition near Nelson, was in town 
lust Friday. The property is about three 
miles out of Nelson, and, though formerly 
deemed of littlo valuo, has now turned out 
very rich, a recent assay running SGU0 in 
free milling gold. 

While out hunting in tho Cooper Creek 
country last Tuesday, a prospector, named 
Nelson Lomieux, hud the misfortune to al- 
most blow the whole of his left bund to 
pieces by tho accidental discharge of his 
gun. A companion bound up the bleeding 
member, and tho pair set out for Kaslo to 
obtain medical assistance, arriving here late 
last night, being thirty-six hours on the 
way. During this timo Lemieux suffered 
untold agony and lost much blood. 
Br, Bruner waB summoned, and found it 
necessary to amputate tho hand cIobo to the 
wrist, which was successfully accomplished.

Losses yunnil to Be Much Less Than ut First 
Estimated. 

Chicago, Aug. 25 — Insuranoe agents mid 
adjusters uro busy to day among tlio rui 
of Inst, night's South Chioogo fire. Daylight 
diminished thu nutnher of houses destroyed 
by 50 per cent, of the estinntes made Inst 
night when the firo was in progress. Wha 
was last niglit a red, smoking mass of em 
bora wns thought to be ruins of between 200 
and 250 houses, but to-day the polico 
ported the number to bu 131. The distric 
burned abounds in one and twn-storcy fraino 
dwellings, the average cost of wl 
was §500. Most of the owners were 
insured, though very fow carried insuran 
on personal effects, This would make th 
loss on tbo houses aggregate §100,500, 
eluding the loss on oilier structures, such a 
tho German Lutheran and Methodist, Epis 
copal churches, or on the property of theSun 
day Creek Coal Co. The fireboat Chicago 
deluging the coal yards to-day. Ou the BU 
face they appear to be little damaged, bu 
Superintendent Bullock was afraid that tl 
centre of tho coal pile will bo litt'o moro 
than ashes. He figures the company's loss 
at §175,000, with insuranoe of $65,000, and 
a further loss of §25,000 ou buildings an 
tramwuy leased by the company from A. T 
Thatcher and the State. The loss of tho A, 
R. Reck Lumber Co. was found to-day to bo 
comparatively small.

Mr. Kuddart Says Fresh .Salmon Export to 
Australia Is a Success— CP.

MONTREAL, August 25. — (Special) — A 
Toronto correspondent says he has

Wheat Rates Reduced by the Northern Pacific 
to Meet Their Rlvals-Bescrtlng 
Dragoons. 

Win-nipeo, Aug. 25. — (Special)— A young 
woman, named Anderson, has disappeared 
from West Selkirk. A young man, named 
Douglass, was last seen with the girl, and 
has been urrested. 

A son of William Nimmons, market gar- 
dener, was drowned in the Elbow river, at 
Calgary, this evening.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

How the Votes Are Likely to lie Made in the 
• House. 

Washington, Aug. 24.— At a meeting of 
the Executive committee of the anti-silver 
men in the Houbo the final figures wero pro 
aented of the poll of tho members upon the 
questions contained in the bills now peod- 
ing. One of the members stated that if the 
friends of free coinage could concentrate 
their whole strength upon uny one of the 
ratios the majority against it would be 38, 
but as thiB is concodedly impracticable, 
there being some who will vote in favor of 
retaining the present ratio of 10 to 1, who 
will not support a change to 20 to 1, and 
some who will oppose 1G to 1, the majority 
against either one will be upwards of 50. 
When it comes to tho naked question of ro- 
peal or no repeal, as presented in the Wil- 
son bill, the members state that the major- 
ity in favor of its paRsago will be at leaBt25. 

BINDER TWINE COMBINE. 

The Cordago Trust Being Resuscitated With 
Fair Chances of Success. 

New Yoiik, Aug. 25. — From tho bucccbb 
which is attending tho efforts to effect a 
reorganization of tho defunct cordage trust, 
it now seems more than improbable that the 
farmor will reap any advantage from the 
break in the concern that has maintained 
extortionate prices for tho past eight or ten 
years. Tho aubscriptiona to the stock of the 
reorganized trust are coming in as rapidly 
as they could bo expected, and tho 
time for tho assenting stockholders to 
pay their second contribution, which,, ac- 
cording to tho original arrangement expired 
to day, has boon extended. John Good, the 
only formidable enrmy of tho trust, who 
waged bitter warfare against it for several 
years, will probably become president of 
tho now concern. Tho prospects are cor- 
tainly bright for keeping binding twino at 
artificial prices, and with a conservative 
management subntituted for tho wildcat 
financiering, thejaristooratic manipulators of 
tho original "combine" will bo pracLically 
wiped out. An extensive campaign will be 
waged this fall among tho Westorn farmers 
with a view of inducing Congress to placo 
binding twine on the free list. It is said 
that with tho competition of extensive man- 
ufacturers in Belfast and other parts of Ire- 
land it would bo impossible to "corner" tho 
market or dictate prices.

They had on interesting 
programme to observe at Festival Hall 
where their best orators made speeches 
The address by Frederick Douglass on tho 
race problem in America was good. Sis- 
serettu, Jones, known us " Black Patti," 
won applauso. The audieuco was largely 
composed of whito people. Sidney Wood- 
ward, of Boston, and Harry Burleigh, of 
tho National Conservatory of Music, sang 
selections from Will M. Cook's opera, 
" Uncle Tom's Cabin," and Hattio G. 
Brown, an elocutionist of note, recited some 
nice piecoa. 

The famous jubilee snipers filled in 
several numbers on tho programme and 
wero heartily encored. Violin music was 
furnished by the talented Joseph Douglass. 
By b'pecial request Col. Cody, with whom 
an army of world's famous riders arrived at 
the grounds this morning, held a parade. 
The Council of Administration passed a 
special order at its mooting yesterday 
providing for tho entertainment, and 
tho announcement doubtless increased 
tho attendance by several thousand. 
Everybody had a chance to witness this 
curious exhibition march, made through all 
tho principal avenues of tho exposition. 
There wero Arabs, Indians, Mexicans and 
American cowboys, and French, British and 
German cavalrymen in tho line, which was 
headed by Buffalo Bill, his crack shooters, 
and the congress of rough riders of tho 
world.

Tho sealing schooner Pioneer came into

from the sealing grounds, of which 1,051

Captain McLeod seemed very re- 
ticent about giving any particulars of hia 
cruise, and consequently tho above informa- 
tion had to be learned from another source. 

THE HYACINTH REOLASSKD. 

H. M. S. Hyacinth, which last year waa 
transferred from the China squadron to tho 
Pacific station, ia now reclaased under or- 
ders from the Admiralty, and instead of be- 
ing a fourth-class cruiser will bo known as 
a screw sloop. Her complement of men will 
be 1G8 instead of 170 aa formerly. The fol-

THE F HAS Eli RIVER FISHERY. 

The wonderful run of salmon on tho 
Fraser this yoar is proof positive that the 
rivor has not been overfished and that tho 
practice of allowing tho offal of tbe can- 
neries to float with the ourront haa not 
been injurious to the fiah. From all that 
we hear wo aro led to coneludo that the 
salmon in that liver wore this year aa nu- 
merous as they wero in tho beat years of 
the old time. 

It ia to be hoped that the Departmont of 
Marino and Fiaheriea will learn the lesson 
which this year's run of aalmon ia calcu- 
lated to teach, and ceaso to make regula- 
tions which have no other effect than to 
hampor the operations of the cannera. In- 
telligent men, when they observe the im- 
mense volume of tho Fraaer noar ita mouth 
and compare it with the comparatively small 
quantity of the offal of tho canneriea, see 
thit it is quite impossible that the quantity 
of decomposable matter left by the scaven- 
ger fiah can contaminate tho water of the 
river. A tabletpoonful of whiskey in a 
barrel of water would bear a larger propor- 
tion to the water into which it is poured 
than does tho offal dropped into the Fraser 
river to the volume of that mighty stream 
which is running to tho sea at the rato of 
four or five miles an hour. The mixture in 
the barrel would bo almost aa intoxicating 
as the water of the Fraser ia injurious to 
animal lifo. Regulations with regard to 
0ff.1l which would be necessary whero tho 
river is small, sluggish and shallow, are 
nimply absurd when applied to a broad, 
deep and rapid river like the Fraser. 

It ia most unfortunate that tho circum- 
atances are such that a vory large quantity 
of what under other conditions would 
bo valuablo material should go to 
waste in the Fraser. If tho offal 
could bo utilized, it ought to be utilized. 
But the experiment has been tried, und has 
failed. There is in this Province, or in the 
states of the Pacific, no market for tho oil 
and guano into which tho offal could b 
easily and cheaply converted. To blame 
the canners for not utilizing tho offal, is to 
quarrel with the conditions under which 
the salmon fishing on the Fraser must, at 
present, be carried on. Those who deplore 
what they consider tho waato at tho can- 
neries, and who believe that a good uuo can 
be made of the offal, have now an excellent 
chanco to engage in what they believe, if 
undertaken by others, is a paying enter- 
prise. They can got tho raw material for 
nothing. Wo have no doubt that the cun- 
ners would bo ready to givo them all rea- 
sonable encouragement. They can, by sot- 
ting up an oil and guano factory on tho 
banks of the Frasor, have an excellent op- 
portunity of solving tho offal problom 
with, us they profesa to believo, profit to 
themselves und benofit to tho world. Why 
do not aonio of tho theorists undcrtuko tho 
enterprise ? Such a chanco as is open to 
them does not occur overy day, or in ovory 
country, 

ANOTHER TUNE. 

Tho San Francisco Chronicle, which, but 
a little while ago, was loud in ita assertion 
of what it considered tho rights of tho 
United States in Bearing Soa, and insolent 
and offensive in its denunciation of tho men 
whom it wub pleased to stigmatize as 
" poachers," is very much disgusted with 
tho award of tho Paris arbitrators. In & 
late number it says : 

Undor tho decision of tho Retiring Soa 
tribunal of arbitration tho United Stutes is 
confronted by un economic proposition 
which is whether it will bo worth whilo to 
prosorvo tho seals at an oxpenso three or four 
times greater than any rovenuo that can bo 
derived from them, If wo havo no pro- 
prietary interest in tho aeal herd when more 
than three miles from land, us tho tribunul 



holds, wo havo no legal right to prohibit 
pelagic sealing at all, und if wo attempt to 
do so it must bo by sli ps of war, Binco 
there will be the risk of collision at all 
times with those who go to Retiring Sea for 
scuts. 

Tho conviction which has at last been 
forced upon the Chronicle, that tho United 
States bus no better right to tho seals that 
swim on tho high seas of tho North Pacific 
Ocean and Retiring Soa than it has to tho 
"nchoolh" of porpoises ia tho reverse of pala- 
table to our bumptious contemporary. Wo 
cannot s.iy that wo sympathise with it initB 
adversity, for in the timo when it believed 
that tho United States was, in Bohriug Sea, 
monarch of all it surveyed, it acted tho part 
of a bully and a braggart. 



FRENCH CANADIANS. 

Mr. Mercier lias lately been doing his best 
to convince tho world that the French Cun- 
adian inhabitants of Quebec are ground 
down under tho heel of British tyranny. 
Tho oppression and intolerance of their fel- 
low Canadians of British origin, ho in effect 
says, prevent his compatriots from enjoying 
the political rights and tho religious free- 
dom to which they are entitled. Moro thou 
this, they uro prevented by tho policy es- 
tablished by Canadians of Anglo-Saxon 01 i- 
gin from improving their material and social 
eoudition to such an extent .t)iut tlioy are 
forced to leave their native land to seek 
their fortunes in tho United States. 

There uro eminent French Canadians who, 
to suy the least, are us worthy of credence 
as ttie Hon. Honoro Mercier, who express a 
very different opinion of British rule, and of 
tho treatment which French Canadians 
receive at the hands of their countrymen of 
other races. Ono of theso is Sir Hector 
Langevin, who, men of all parties must ad- 
mit, is an uncommonly able man, and who 
has had us many and as favorable oppor- 
tunities of observing tho condition of French 
Canadians as Mr. Mercier. 

Sir Hector a few days ago allowed himself 
to bo interviewed by a reporter of tho 
Montreal Star. Tho interview ia an exceed- 
ingly interesting ono. Sir Hector is opposed 
to annexation, and ho looks upon Independ- 
ence as another way of wheedling Cauada 
into tho United States. This is what ho 
says on that head: — 

I contend, therefore, that independence 
for us means absorption. Some say that 
"annexation could not take place other- 
wise than by a treaty made freely by both 
countries according to their mutual inter- 
ests and wisheB." What freedom could 
Indopondent Canada expect, with its fivo 
millions of people, trom tho United Statea 
and their eevonty millions of a population J 
I urn, therefore, of opinion that any treaty 
in such a caae would bo dictated to tho 
weak nation by tho powerful one. 

With respect to the political condition of 
the French Canadians, Sir Hector Langovin 
differs very widely indeed from Couut Mer- 
cier. Ho Baid : 

We govern ourselves ; wo havo all tho 
protection required from the Mother Coun- 
try ; we are as happy und us independent in 
our great Dominion as they are in Great 
Britain. I am, therefore, of opinion that, 
were we to-morrow doclared to bo an inde- 
pendent state, wo would gain nothing by 
tho change, bir we would lose a great deal, 
and I suy so not only as a French Canadian, 
but aB a Britibh subject. 

Sir Hector takes a cheorful view of tho 
prospects of hia computriota. Ho believca 
that they are progressing in every possible 
direction, and ho thinks that thoy havo 
nothing whatever to fear from their fellow 
Canadians of other races. 



HARD TO CONVINCE. 

It is surprising to observe how long it 
takes a plain and provable fact to penetrate 
tho American mind. It is open enough' 
to UieorioB, und, it abaorba sensational tc- 
ports and fabrications with an ease and a 
rapidity which are truly amazing, but it 
appears that it will require nothing short of 
a Burgical operation to get a cold and undo 
sired f^ct into tho head of tho average 
United States citizen, particularly if ho hap 
pons to be a nowspaper man. Our neigh 
bors have been told over and over aguin, in 
largo print and small, in articles and letters, 
essays and books of truvel, that tho Cana- 
dian Pacific railway haa been built by the 
Canadian people without help to the extent 
of a single dollar from tho Imperial Govern 
ment, and that it is maintained without a 
cent of subsidy from oitlier tho Government 
of tho Dominion or the Government of 
Great Britain, yet overy American 
journalist who undertakes to write ubout 
tho Canadian Pacific must, beforo ho con 
eludes his article, endeavor to convey tho 
impression that that railway ia enjoying 
largo subsidies from tho Imperial Govern 
ment. Even the generally woll-informed 
Oregouian cannot get this idea out of its 
hoad. Speaking of tho C. P. R. in its issue 
of the '2,'ird it says : " It was built upon an 
enormous land grant and loan of credit from 
the Dominion, and is sustained by a large 
annual Btibsidy from Great Britain." Tho 
first clause of this sentence is not the whole 
truth, and the second does not contain a 
word of that " essential elcmont." Tho 
Canadian Pacific railroad does not got a 
single dollar from Groat Britain by way of 
subsidy. It earns overy dollar it gots, 
both from tho lmoorial Government 
and from tho Government of tho 
Dominion. It carries tho English 
and Canadian mails to tho Pacific Coust for 
the simple reason that it is tho only trans- 
continental lino in tho Dominion of Canada, 
and it carries Britiali aoldiers and sailors 
and munitions of war for tho British Gov- 
ernment becauBo it is tho only moans of 
rapid conveyance avuilablo. It goto paid for 
them aa it gota paid for any other passen- 
gers or freight. Wo havo not heard that 
the rates for either mails or Govorument 
passengers und freight uro unusually high. 

If our Amoriean contemporaries would try 
to realize that tho Canudian Puoifio, undor 
its present management, ia simply a com- 
mercial road run upon commercial principles 
—very much commercial— they would avoid 



muking tho ogrogious blunders about it 
which thoy aro continually committing, 
and thoy would cease to misinform the 
Americin publio on tho subject of tho Cana- 
dian Pacific. 



HIGHLAND SOLDIERS. 

Tho Scotcli Highlander has been from 
tho earliest times a good soldier. He is fond 
of excitement, ho has plenty of courage, he 
can live on hard fare, lie can bear fatigue 
und hardship cheerfully, and ho loves fight- 
ing. His soldierly qualities havo been 
proved on a thousand battle fields in many 
lands. Lord Roberts, a fow duys ago, in a 
speccli which tie deliveted in Glasgow, boro 
strong testimony to the martial virtues of 
the Highland soldior. Among other tilings 
he Buid : 

Tho characteristics of tho Scottish aro 
enterprise, hardihood and tenacity of pur- 
pose; it is those qualities which render the 
troops drawn from this country aeeood to 
none in Her Majesty's service, and which 
enable Scotsmen who se.ek advancement 
and fortune in civil lifo to hold, aye, and 
more than hold, their own in every part of 
the world. (Applause.) During tho iuat 
war in Afghanistan so muuy regiments, 
both British und nutive, distinguished 
themselves in the field that it would bo in- 
vidious to compare their relative merits und 
achievements, but this much I can say, 
without fear of contradiction, that in 
marching .or fighting no regiments wero 
superior to 'tho 72d and 92d High- 
landers. (Applause) TI10 sumo may 
bo said of the Scottisli regiments 
which took part in the great mutiny. I 
ahull never forget the gallantry displayed 
by the 93rd Highlanders at ttio attack on 
the Seounderbagh, in November, 1867— 
(applause)— and it would bo dilticult to 
imagine a moro heart-stirring sight than the 
advance, in lino, of three Scottish regiments 
—tho 42nd, 79th and 93rd— against tho 
enemy's battery at Cawnpore, in December 
of the same year. (Applause.) I was not 
with the force under Outran) and Havelock 
during the advance on Lucknow, but we all 
know the splendid service which the 78th 
Highlanders performed on that trying occa- 
sion. (Applause) 

Modern Highland regiments uro not, it is 
true, composed chiefly of Higliiunders, but 
it was genuine Highlanders that gave thoso 
rogiments the hinli cliaractor they bear 
and, no doubt, tho men in their ranks, no 
milter what their nationality may be, aro 
bound to keep up tho reputation which 
tho Gaol had won for the corps.

McKay deposed that tlm defendant 
was ordered off the wharf on V\ ednesday 
evening, when he attempted to stow away 
on the Premier, On Thursday evening he 
uguin presented himself, and when asked if 
he had a ticket replied in the negutivo. Tho 
watchman then undertook to eject him and 
was in turn attacked, and after ho was 
handcuffed and while on his way to tho 
polico station, Wright continued to use 
offensive language and threaten to "use 
something ho had in his pocket if ho was lot 
go." In his own behalf, Wright took the 
witness box and explained that ho did 
endeavor to secure a frco passage to tho 
Mainland on Wednesduy night, being out of 
work and anxious to seeuro employment. 
McKay then told him he couldn't Btow 
away, but under tho circumstances he 
might get. a pass if ho applied for it at the 
office, He did secure a pass on Thursday 
morning, and with it in his pocket went 
down to tho boat in tho ovening, He had 
not been drinking, und in fact wub B total 
abstainer. Ho saw McKay point him out 
to the ticket clerk on tho boat, and after- 
wards ho (McKay) camo up and asked if he 
had a ticket. He said no, and was walking 
away when McKay caught him by tho neck 
and a souffle ensued. Ho was finally got 
into the wharf tickot offioo, whoro, after 
pulling down tho blinds, three mon suc- 
ceeded in handcuffing him. McKay then 
Blurted with him to tho polico station, and 
on tho way tortured him by twisting his 
vvriBts in tho irons, punching him with a 
baton and scratching his face.

AN OLD PIONEER, 

He Pays This Province a Visit After an 
Absence of Over Twenty Years. 

After an absenco of over twenty yeurB 
from this I'rovinco, Mr. Thomas L. Wood 
has returned to British Columbia. Mr. 
Wood was one of tho pioneers of British 
Columbia, having como hero in '63, For 
Home time he practised his profession as a 
lawyer in Cariboo, and later iu New West- 
minster, subsequently removing to Victoria. 
At that time British Columbia was not con- 
federated with tho other provinces, and 
Vancouver Island und tho Mainland 
were under different Governments. 
For somo years Mr. Wood was At- 
torney-General of Vancouver Island, and 
it was during that peri d tliat tho 
proliminury steps towards confederation 
were taken. Mr. Wood left British Colum- 
bia, for England, at the same timo aa Sir 
Joseph Trutoh, Dr. Helmcken and Mr. Car- 
roll left for Ottawa to arrange for confedera- 
tion, and travelled with the delegates as fur 
ns Detroit. Mr. Wood was subsequently 
appointed Chief Justice of Bermu ia, which 
appointment ho held for several years. He 
was then appointed puisne judge of the 
Straits Settlements, und has resided ut 
Singapore for a number of yearB, in fact un- 
til a few months ago, when ho resigned his 
position, being granted a pension by tho 
Government. 

Mr. Wood cumo to Sau Francisco from 
Yokohama and spent some weeks in South- 
ern California From there he came up to 
Victoria, where ho bus some relatives, Mr. 
R. E. Jackson, of Messrs. Drake, Jackson 
it Co., being his son- in law. In Victoria, as 
well as on the Mainland, Mr. Wood has met 
a number of "old time" friends, amongst 
them being Chief Justice Begbie, Judge 
Crease, Judge Drake, Judge Walkem, C»pt. 
Irving, and Messrs. W. Ward and R. P. 
Kithet, and also Judge McCreight, with 
whom ho spent a few pleasant hours talking 
over old timea. 

Mr. Wood left yesterday for Banff, where 
ho will Stay a fow days, and then proceed 
to Chicago to vif-it the Pair. From there he 
will go lo Bermuda, and ufter renewing old 
acquaintances will go on to England. Mr. 
Wood is accompanied by the Misses Wood.

LUDLOW'S REPORT. 

What tho Commander of tho Mohican Says 
About UehriiiK Sea Itookeriea. 

Washington, Aug. 25.— Nowa of the 
United States fleet in Behring Sea has been 
received from Commander Ludlow, of tho 
U.S.S. Mohican. Tho report is dated July 
1G, and on the 2Gth Commander Ludlow, 
writing from St. Puul, PribylolV Islands, 
states that up to tho dato of tho last report 
nothing in the shapo of Boaling veasela has 
beon seen, either from shoro or from the 
Mohican. Ho reports the seizure by the 
Rush of tho Alexander and tho St. Paul, both 
American vessels, and also states that the 
gunboat Petrel seized the American schooner 
C. G. White, off tho Sanaks, on July 7. 
Concerning the seal rookeries. Commander 
Ludlow says : " They acem to he protty 
well filled, and it ia remarkable that very 
fow Beats aro seen over two and three miles 
away from the islands. Mr. Crowley, the 
Treasury agent, informed mo that tho 
natives reported fish moro plentiful this 
year about tho iBlands than for several 
years, which may account for tho seals 
keeping close about tho islands. Tho agent 
informed me that 2,829 seals had been killed 
on the islands thia season." 



CALIFORNIA^ VINEYARDS. 

The Crop is Liable to lie a Heavy Lobs 
Through Luck of Funds to Gather it. 

San Francisco, Aug. 25.— The grapo 
crop in California ia a fair one, but both the 
vineyardiats and wino makers lack the 
necessary funds to tako advantage of it. 
They aro consequently appealing to tho var- 
ious banks for tho financial aid required, but 
bo far they havo met with very little success. 
The grapo product ia ono of tho most impor- 
tant in tho State, and it is moat essential to 
all concerned that it should not bo neglect- 
ed for want of capital. In 1892 thero wero 
shipped abroad wino and brandy to tho valuo 
of §7,00(1,000, which ia equal to one-third 
tho value of the wheat exports, twice tho 
value of tho salmon exports, and 
much greater than tho total value 
of the entiro canned fruit trade 
in this stato. Conaequent on tho continued 
depression in financial matters tho hanks 
uro very reluctant to lend money, except on 
good negotiable securities, but if tho growers 
und winomukera don't reoeivo aome financial 
assistance, promptly, they will in all proba- 
bility let their crops go, while the state will 
suffer to tho extent of several millions. So 
far aa is at present known, there aro only two 
wineniakers who havo definitely started 
with the intention to buy, and the total 
amount of their intended purchase is only 
somo 7,000 tons, ao that unless tho capital- 
ists come to tho reacue, it will be a question 
of co operation between the growera and the 
winemaker if tho crop is to ho saved, and 
even thia in many cases is not practicable 
through want of funds.

Increased Shipments of Cape Breton 
Coal— Trade BrlKlileuiug 1 in Mon- 
treal— Dun's Report. 



New Yobk, Aug. 2/5.— Pacific railroad 
bonds closed as follows : Union firsts, 101 
bid ; Union sinking funds, 90 ; Centrals, 
100 bid. Tho featuro of tho stock market 
at opening to-day was a decline of two per 
cont. on Louiavillo & Nashville, duo to tho 
receipt of lower quotations from Loudon and 
talk of a strike Sellers in making an at 
tack on this stock evidently intended to 
cover in other spots, but tho general hut- 
hold well, and it was not long beforo tho 
sports evinced disposition to cover up. As 
tho day advanced and it was seen that tho 
currency situation was improving, tho bulls 
took courage, and by placing fair-sized buy- 
ing orders in various stocks succeeded in 
turning the current in an upward direction 
The advance ranged from 1 to 2j per cunt 
Sugar, Chicago gas, General Electric, the 
Grangers, Louisville & Nashvillu and West- 
ern Union leading. Tho bulief that tho 
bank statement to-morrow will show a 
further material increase in reserves did 
much to stimulate tho bringing movement 
Shortly beforo tho close, Distillers broko 
suddenly from "J'ijj to 'JO], on advances from 
Washington that tho payment of taxes on 
spirits in bond would ho enforced by tl 
Secretary of tho Treasury. Tho general 
market reached J lo 1 from the highest, but 
tho under tow was strong. Salts aggregated 
160,296 shares. 

liradstreet's to-morrow will say: Th 
wob another largo drop in the European and 
American stocks of wheat available last 
week, nearly 200,000 buehels. Exports of 
wheat, Hour included, both Coasts of tho 
United States and Canada this we 
show an aggregate of -4,000,000 bushels 
compared with 6,129,000 bushels last week, 
4,000,000 bushels in tho samo weok a year 
ago, and G.IUS.OOO bushels two years ago 
respectively. Special telegrams to Brad 
Btreet'o, from Halifax, announce increased 
shipments of coal from Capo Broton mines, 
and serious injury to crops from tho recent 
galo which swept the Maritime Provinces, 
Prince Edward Island and Newfoundland 
also report wide-spread damage to crops 
from this cause. While business is dull at 
Montreal, it shows signs of reviving, the 
banks there not restricting loans to regular 
customers, though raising tho rates. At 
Toronto business is quiet also. Tho 
outlook for Ontario wheat crop con 
tinues good. Bank clearings al 
Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal and Hali 
fax aggregato $lo,22S,000 this week, 
or 2 per cent, less than last week, and 
nearly 10 per cent, less than tho like week 
lost year. There are 47 business failures 
throughout Canada this week, contrasted 
with 20 last week and 18 in tho correspond 
ing week a year ago. 

Dun & Co., in their weekly review of 
trade siys : The number of industrial es 
tablishments resuming begins to compare 
fairly with the number stopping work. It 
cannot yet be said that the army of unem 
ployed has begun to decrease, but additions 
to It are muoh smaller than in previous 
weeks. Tho many resumptions show that 
tho atoppago was really temporary, or that 
wage controversies have been settled. 
In twenty resumptions reported in tho 
iron industry most aro of this character, 
while three failures and thirteen other 
stoppages aro reported, besides seven caBes 
of reduction in force or in time. A feature 
of the week in this branch has been the re- 
duction of wages for many thousand hands. 
A littlo better demand appears for somo 
products, such as wire nails and barbed 
wire, of which important producers have 
been idle for nearly two mouths, but in 
general tho consumption has so far de- 
creased that Southern furnaces aro offering 
pig iron at very low figures here and stand- 
ard makers in Pennsylvania are contem 
plating a reduction in forces. 

A CALL TO CONSERVATIVES. 

To THB Editor :— Is there a Conservative 
Association in Victoria ? If thero is it can 
not bo an active organization, and I would 
suggest its reorganization or Borne sign of 
life given. Before very long wo will have a 
Federal election on, and it is well to be 
ready for the day of battlo. It ia not we 
to rely upon the undoubted strength of tho 
party in this Province. Organization and 
an intelligent knowledgo and dissemination 
of the true principles of Liberal Conserva- 
tism is necessary, especially as our oppon 
ents ure not lacking in spreading all sorts ot 
unfounded attacks on tho policy of the ad- 
ministration — claiming that the country 
does not progress under the present plan of 
government or tariff regulations. While we 
may admit that some tariff 
forms may become necessary — free 
trade as now advocated by tho 
Liberals — it being their declared ultimate 
goal — can never safely bo the policy for 
Canadian affairs. Free Trade would neces 
sadly bring about direct tuxation and crip- 
ple our industries, and this taxation would 
then fall upon the poorer classes, when now 
tho rich and tho consumers of luxuries are 
principal contributors to tho revenue of tho 
country, by reason of indirect taxation, 
Even .John Stuart Mill— a political econo 
mist that all the world honors — never advo- 
cated free trade for a new country. The 
great resources of Canada have to bo de- 
veloped, and by the advance of money only 
can this bo brought about. It is truo modi- 
fication might bo effected in tho tariff 
on lines somewhat as follows : When it 
is seen that the country cannot 
successfully manufacture or produce some- 
thing on the tariff list, remove it and allow 
its entry free of duty when it is seen that 
anything manufactured or produced has 
been Hiitliciently protected, then remove tho 
duty, but not bo as to ever permit tho Cana- 
dian market to bo a slaughter market for 
tho United States manufacturer or producer. 
This question, of course, is a heavy onn ; 
but tliu elucidation of tho same is eaBy, and 
iii time Liberal- Conservative politi- 
cal economists can well substantiate tho 
Notional Policy and the many advantages 
that have flowed from it. Canada has now 
attained national importance by reason of 
her vast resources, developed only by tho 
sagacity of her statesmen, and I am not say- 
ing too much in saying that almost all of 
the credit is duo to the Conservative party. 
What I think might ho formed hero is a 
LiboralCouservativo Association, which 
would Beo to the proper discussion of mut- 
ters of policy i. fleeting tho interests of tho 
people. I might rumark that somo time 
soon a mooting of representatives from all 
parts of Canada in tho Conservative inter- 
est will bo hold in Ottawa.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

To the Editor : — I should have writ- 
ten on tho subject of tho Libraiy some 
months ago, when tho question of increasing 
tho grant was uctually brought before the 
City Council. I hoped that tho good in- 
tentions expressed by its intelligent mcm- 
borB would have been carried out. The 
Stato hi>s seen tho necessity Lf providing an 
education for the peopl", the taste for im- 
provement haa been engendered, and surely 
tho sequence is we cannot stop hero, but 
must find food for tho further development 
of tho mind. It bus been considered in 
England a duly to complete tho educational 
system, by providing Free Libraries in all 
towns that require them and have over a 
certain population. Tho City Council, by 
tho small instalment they have mado 
to such a scheme, evidently admit 
their responsibility to provide for 
tho mental culture of tho people ; 
thero is littlo enough recreation for 
tho young men and women employed in 
stores and oIliceB of this city unci have no 
homes. During the past winter, when thero 
waB littlo chance of getting out, and all 
social gatherings stopped, a well furnished 
library would have been a boon appreciated 
by all classes of readers. 

There ia really something tho mind craves 
for which neither land nor dollars will sup 
ply, and it ia not the privilege of all to be 
possessed of these; but in tho cultivation of 
the mind a lover of study has in tho friend- 
ship of books a treasure of which nothing 
can deprive him, for they introduce him 
into tho beat uocioty and bring him into the 
preaenceof the greatest minds thct ever lived. 
I am sorry to bco the librarian put into the 
painful position of having to draw attention 
to the state of tho library in liiB terse but 
not too vigorous language. Aa very few 
aro likely to have read his report to the 
mayor and aldermen I may quote: "While 
wo have added only 100 books, wo have lost 
a great many more. A large number of the 
hooka uro in such a vilo condition that, 
taken in connection with the fearfully ne- 
glected reading room, the whole business is 
shameful." As ho is no doubt a sincere lover 
of hooka, it must nearly break his heart to 
have to carry on an institution which would 
bo a disgrace to any littlo town in England- 
There, where hooka are cheap and a shilling 
or two will buy the coveted volume, the 
public library will Bupply good books 
of reference and all elso that the reader 
requires. Here, where books are dear 
and far away from the chance of supply, ones 
cravings for books cannot be satisfied; and 
i>foriiori tho greater reason why tho Public 
Library should have a fair amount of cur 
rent literuture and good books of reference, 
Most of tho good books aro conspicuous by 
their absence and taking tho ''Eucy. Brit," 
as a fair test of reference I seo tho copy in 
tho library is ,'iO years old. How much use 
is such a book on any questions of art or 
scienco at tho rute they are advancing ? 
Tho librarian can hardly be grateful to peo- 
ple who send down the refuse of a " spring 
clean, " becuuso they do not care to litter 
up their houseB with back numbers of re- 
views, periodicals, traBhy American 
novelB with torn paper coverB, which 
aro not worth the room thoy oc- 
cupy and the worry they occasion, and 
certainly add little to mental improvement. 
Wo appreciate very highly tho gifts mude 
from time to timo by a few liberal citizenB, 
but littlo will ever be done if left to the 
generosity of private individuals. A wave 
of progress seems to have onco viaited theso 
benighted shores, a really successful Btart at 
providing a library was the result; that tide 
has ghbed long since, and thero ia nothing 
to show but a library wrecked. A little 
effort every year to keep up, the cost of 
which would scarcely have been felt, might 
have supplied new books and provided for 
losses, wear and tear; but now, the librarian 
discloses such a stato of things thit what 
should have presented no dilliculty at all 
has now become a matter which haa to be 
aerioualy grappled with. 

I believe I have seen on a door in the 
City Hall, " Library Committee," so I 
suppoBO thero is such a function, though 
one never heara of the good work they are 
doing ; if they appreciate their position, 
thoy should try and find out what the ac- 
tual state of tho library is, and not be 
ashamed to report to the people what they 
consider the best means to bo taken to placo 
it on a proper footing. I have no doubt 
tho people would cheerfully pay tho small 
additional tax tho library would cost; the 
benefit to be derived from a constunt sup- 
ply of good literature and hooka of refer 
enco would bo money well spent. The 
library 8hould bo closed, the hooka tha 
aro out called in, and tho whole gone 
through. This would be a pleas^ut recrea 
tion from tho dry figures and statistics o 
drainage and other unsavory matters, und 
if the committee worked with their ac 
customed zeal tho library might be 
in form during the comiDg win 
ter ; tho evenings would be well 
spent, the work might bo hot and dusty, 
but that goes for nothing when a patriotic 
committeeman haa a duty to porfortn. Much 
more might be said. I hopo tho prominent 
membera of tho city who started the library 
will have the courage of their convictiona 
and try to redeem it from its present dis 
graceful position, and placo tho matter well 
before the Mayor and Aldermen. They will 
moat likely be met with a noil possutnus, hut 
they will earn tho gratitude of a largo claBs 
of readcrB who generally aro not in a posi- 
tion to mako their voices heard in such a 
matter, yet would fully appreciate tho boon. 
In conclusion, it ia to bo hoped that somo 
who have influence and means, which I do 
not possess, will take this question up. 
What I luck in theso respects I am willing 
to make up by giving timo und work, and 
that a letter written to tho paper may not 
be the beginning and tho end of the matter, 
I shall be very pleased if any who have any 
desiro to push forward this scheme, which I 
have very much at heart, will kindly cor- 
respond with mo on this sub jeot.

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WAGE EARNING WOMEN. 

Is tlio New Order of Things to llo Com- 
mended? 

Tho riylit df woman to work is an in- 
herent one. Nobody lias over disputed 
it or tried to take it away. Among no 
class of people, either savage or civi- 
lized, lias woman been relieved from 
bearing a part of tho burdens, Tho 
present age, however, is evolving a great 
change in the status of woman's work — 
an evolution that is akin to a revolution. 

It was the great upheaval of tho civil 
*rar which carriea the men to the front 
and gave tho women the opportunity to 
fly off in innumerable tangents from that 
sphere •which had held t hem by the grav- 
ity of all powerful social custom. Those 
who taste the sweets of freedom do not 
return to tho bonds, and women will 
never again permit others to limit their 
areas. Tho last quarter of a century 
has wrought marvels, and the recent 
census tolls tho story iu its record of 
J3,o00,000 women in the United States en- 
gaged in 4,407 wage earning occupations, 
including with hut few exceptions all 
tho avocations followed by men. 

So great n change in so short a space of 
timo has naturally aroused tho interest 
of tho student of social questions, and 
ho is beginning to ask whero this inno- 
vation is to end. ' "Here," ho says, "are 
8,000,000 women, exclusive of thoso en- 
gaged in domestic service, who have be- 
come breadwinners. This vast body has 
gone out. from home, has entered into 
competition with men, has taken up a 
work never heforo attempted by women. 
They have rendered themselves inde- 
pendent of tho assistance of fathers and 
brothers. They have made it no longer 
necessary that they should marry for 
support." 

What is the result of this new depar- 
ture? How will it affect tho homo, the 
marriage relation, social conditions? 
What will be the effect on tho character 
of tho women? Theso aro the questions 
that present themselves. Woman is in 
tho business world; she is there to stay; 
eho has done most of tho things which 
not long ago it was declared sho could 
not do; sho intends to level such obsta- 
cles as are still in her way; sho can never 
again be relegated to her old position, 
but must go on and on under tho new 
dispensation. Does it mean improve- 
ment or deterioration for tho race? 

Wo aro Bomotimes touched with sad- 
ness when wo seo tho long procession of 
girls and women in tho early morning 
hours going to their daily tasks and at 
nightfall returning weary and heavy 
footed. And yet it is well. It gives 
a sturdy sense of independence to be 
able to earn one's living that is just 
as grateful to a woman as to a man. 
Tho lessons a girl learns as a breadwin- 
ner will be of the highest valuo to her as 
long as sho lives. Sho learns, first of all, 
punctuality and tho valuo of time, then 
method and system in work, self con- 
trol, an acceptable manner of dealing 
with different kinds of people, discretion 
in speech, industry, attention to details. 
All of theso things aro of as great im- 
portance in the household as in tho sto ,- o 
or tho office. 

Another valuable lesson learned by 
women who aro engaged in somo wage 
earning occupation is that business life 
as well as domestic life has its cares and 
annoyances. Tho woman who knows 
only tho latter is apt to imagine that 
there aro no trials to compare with those 
of tho household. Servants, children, 
company, etc. , make up tho sum of earth- 
ly ills, while tho husband goes down 
Btrect and has a good timo all daylong. 

It is healthful and invigorating for a 
woman to learn to stand alone. Tho 
"clinging ivy" type is passe. It belongs 
to that ago of romanco when tho hero- 
ines either fainted or burst into tears on 
every page of tho favorite novel. There 
aro times when every woman feels tired 
and discouraged and wants a good, 
strong oak of a man to cling to, but he 
is not always at hand, and sho should 
know how to weather tho storm if ho is 
absent. 

The unworthy argument is often made 
that the social conditions which permit 
women to be financially independent will 
tend to prevent marriage. It would be 
far better for society and for the family 
if all thoso people remained unwed who 
enter into marriago through financial 
considerations. It has always been con- 
ceded that no man should marry until 
ho is able suitably to support a wife. 
This is right, for it is a woman's province 
as a wife to devote herself to the care of 
her home and family, and sho cannot do 
this pn iperly if sho must also help earn 
the living. 

Marriago should bo founded upon love 
and not upon expediency. The girl who 
is not able to tako caro of herself must 
find a husband who will undertake the 
responsibility and relievo her father of 
tho burden. A man of high idefjis would 
scarcely realize them in a marriage un- 
der these circumstances. A woman can 
givo her hand with perfect dignity only 
when she can show that no mercenary 
spirit enters into tho compact, lien aro 
beginning to understand this and to seek 
•wives among those women who are mak- 
ing a brave light for themselves and 
learning to stand alone. Observation 
will show that such girls as a rule marry 
m'orc desirable husbands than thoso who 
live in idleness and watch for an eligible 
chance. Tho standard of marriago is 
thus elevated among both men and wo- 
men. 

The fear that this lifo of independence 
will destroy the desiro for marriago on 
tho part of women is scarcely worth 
considering. Women turn to marriage 
with tho sumo natural instinct as the 
child turns to its mother. Every woman 
dreams of a homo and a husband, but 
sho wishes tho husband to bo ono whom 
sho can love, honor and cherish, rather 
than one whom she marries becauso of 
tho worldly goods with which sho may 
be endowed by him. Tho woman who 
is able to tako caro of herself can wait 
for this man, bo his coming soon or late, 
and when ho comes no ono will bo thor- 
oughly appreciate his loving protection 
and the restful comfort of a happy homo 
as that woman who has stood alono 
through all tho years, braving tho storms 
with courageous heart, but glad to find 
tho haven and anchor her boat

WASimfOTON, Aug, 25. — Reports of 
wrecks and loss of life aa the result of the 
great storm on the Atlantic Coast, on Wed 
nesday night, are reaching tho Lifo Saving 
Bureau. It is recalled that, just twenty 
yearB ago to tho day, August 187-'), more 
than one thouaand vessels were wrecked 
and many lives lost on the Atlantic Coast, 
Reports thus far received as to 
Thursday's storm show that tho 
schooner Rupidan and nine pontoons were 
driven ashore olF Narragunsett Pier, R. I„ 
and of a crew of nine, eight saved.

JOHNSON'S CURRENCY BILL. 

It Provides for tho Exchange of Treasury 
Notes for Government Bonds. 

Washington, Aug. 25. — For two and a 
quarter hours yesterday tho House commit- 
tee on hanking and currency discussed Re- 
presentative Tom Johnson's bill, providing 
for tho exchange of troasury notca for Gov- 
ernment bonds ut the request of tho holders 
of the latter. The committee then ad- 
journed until next Tuesday, when tho 
author of tho bill hopes decisive 
action may bo taken upon it. The bill en- 
countered opposition from Messra. Sperry, 
of Connecticut, and Warner, of New York, 
who argued that the scheme opened a new 
channel for the depiction of tho gold hold- 
ings in tho trcaaury. It wua said that if 
the bill becomes u law, holders of bonds 
would exchange them for treasury notes 
and then demand gold for the notes. To 
this Johnson responded that tho only oc- 
casion when it would induce holders of 
bonds, themselves redeemable in gold and 
commanding a premium, to exchange 
them for currency of any kind would bo 
just such a stringency as is now upon the 
nation. It was a far-fetched objection 
thut gold would be deinantlod for them. 
Brosius, of Pennsylvania, had a- substitute 
for the Johnson bill. It proposes to au- 
thorize tho secretary of tho treasury to 
issue notes in exchange for gold coin. To 
this Johnson said he hud no objection us an 
independent measure, but it did not in his 
opinion mcot tho case. Pooplo who have 
gold do not have lo send to Washington 
City for notes in order to pay their debts, 
Gold itself will do that, but people who 
hold bonda, especially if they aro of large 
denominations, cannot with them discharge 
their obligations. Johnson's bill was ad- 
vocated by Messra, Walker and Hall of 
Missouri, uud Springer, whilo Cox favored 
it with tho substitution of some other form 
of note than treasury notes. Messra, Sperry 
and Warner supported the substitute pro- 
posed by Brosius.

San Francisco, Aug. 24. — Tho conclud- 
ing chapter in tho historical case of 
Emeric against Alvarado has been writ- 
ten. The rcfereos who were appointed 
to partition tho estato have completed 
their laborB of making an equitable dis- 
tribution of tho famous San Pablo 
rancho, in Contra Costa couuty, 
among 250' odd claimants. Tho report 
of the referees on partition will in 
all probability bo final, and will he ready 
to be presented to Judge Hebbard for 
the formality of his approval two 
weeks from to-day. The referees found 
there were 17,280 acres in the grant 
to place a valuo upon, and they ar- 
rived at an uverago valuation of §99.61 for 
each ucro, making tho total value of the 
property involved §1,721,809. The grant 
was originally a bono of contention over 
which tho Alvarados and Castros fought 
during the latter days of Mexican rule in 
this state. Then American settlers ap- 
peared upon tho scene and for trilling con- 
siderations bought from the Spanish holders 
undivided interest in tho ranch. The tinio 
aamo when a partition wus demanded and the 
litigation that followed was appalling. The 
United States Government confirmed the 
grant to the Castros and Alvarados after 
California becamo a part of the Union. Liti 
gation followed in the State courts, and it 
ia safe to stato that when everything is in 
eluded fully hall a million dollars will have 
been expended in settling the rights of tho 
litigants.
